There 

was no derogatory or unfavorable information concerning him 

in the records. 


On May 23, 1961, Mrs, M. M. COELLER, Secretary to the Master, 
Pierson College, Yale University, New Haven, Connecticut, re- 
viewed her records and advised that HEYMANN was a resident of 
Pierson College :for three years, During his senior year,
